Tho Congress of tho United States ad 
Wei on Saturday, aftor a geasion of near 


eight months, Ta the course of that time 
Me: triots who legislate for tho model Re- 
pudlio managed to spend a groat doal of mo 
poy-—a ciroumatance which is not to bo won- 
dered at, Politioians aro always ready to 
spond money not their own} and it was iu- 
evitablo that Congress should bo affected by 
tho spirit of extravagance which proyails 
throughout tho Union, and which will oon 
tinuo to prevail till tho collapse of tho in- 
flated ourrenoy system, Among its other 
extravagances, Congress mahaged to in- 
oreaso the pay of\mombers from $3,000 Yo 
$5,000; which latter sum is to bo, as tho 
former was, oxclusive of enormous miloago 
allowances, amounting in somo casos to mA: 
ny thousands of dollars. Somo offvot, how- 
over, is mado by reducing the mileage one- 
half, As first passod by tho Sonato, the 
Bill to inoreaso tho’pay of mombers only 
reoerved threo votes in the Lower House, 
whose tembors aro going to their cleotions. 
But tho covetous patriots were not to bo 
baffled in that way. ‘Tho proverbial ‘ outo- 
nosa’ of the Yankoo was quite equal to the 
emorgonoy.

Joon deprived Prussia of moro than tho balf 
of hor territory, including the moat valuablo 
fortrosses, and in addition to this, tho Prussian 
King was bound by troaty to keop his army 
on a maximum footing of 40,000 men. ol. 
Soharnhorst ro-organized the army, and by 
keoping tho men in tho ranks only a sufliciont 
longth of time to teach them their drill, he 
succeeded in making the Prussians a nation 
of soldicra, still keeping within tho narrow 
limits of tho treaty ; and when tho final up-ris- 
ing against Fronch domination took place, the 
invaders woro astonished at tho numbor of 
disciplined Prussians which took part in the 
contest.

hold shall not belong toHrance. Her chief

Such 
devoted patriotism and unflinching courage 
was worthy of all admiration and encourage- 
mont. Nothing but the grosseat incapacity, 
or most reckless inattention to the wants of 
the country, would dampen this military ardor 
by a wet administrative blanket. 

Several papers, the chief of which is the 
Globe, have made charges of this nature a- 
gaingt the -hondy of the Militia department 
and ospecially against the Minister of Militia. 
Some of the charges of the Globe are very 
gross, and, if true, would go far in destroying 
the character of any Minister, The Hon. J

of his intemperate habits, and that consequent- 
ly the lives and property of British subjects 
are jeopardized by crimioal incapacity and 
gross negligence.

Penny vs. Oznt.—The practice of refus 
ing to take pennies at our Post-Office for 
more than one cent is, we believe, illegal, 
On reference to Chapter 15, Seo.

|A By-Law to borrow the sum of Sixteen 

County of Hastings. 


PASSED. 

7 HEREAS it is es at 
W ration of the County of Hastings to bor- 
row the sum of sixteen thousand dollars, to 
reimburse the Sinking Runds of the said Cor- 
ration, for certain eys taken therefrom 
for the ordinary expenditure for the year 1565, 

And whereas the total amount required to 
be raised annually by special rate for the pay- 
ment of the said debentures and the interest 
thereon, at the rate hereinafter expressed 
within the period of five years, the interest 
being at the rate of six per centum per an- 
num, is the sum of four thousanil one hundred 
and sixty dollars. ‘ 

And whereas the whole amount of ratable 
property of the said Corporation of the County 
of Hastings, according be last revised as- 
sessment rolls, amounts e sum of six mil- 
lions six hundred and seventy five thousand 
two hundred dollars. : 

And whereas the annual special rate in the 
dollar required to be levied for paying the in 
terest at the rate aforesaid and creating a 
Sinking Fund for paying the principal of the 
said debentures for sixteen thousand dollars is
